The India Office announces that information 
received from the Governor of India, dated 
June 3 and 4, shows that an enemy position 
on the low hills two miles north-west of Thal 
was attacked and captured by our troops on 
June 2, and that General Nadir Khan, com- 
manding Afghan forces operating round Thal, 
has applied for a cessation of hostilities under 
orders received by him from the Amur. He 
has been given certain periods of time in which 
to start withdrawing his force to Afghan 
territory and within which to complete it 
There ie no change in the situation to the 
north of the Kabul river or in Tirah Some 
portions of the Oraksai and Zaimukt tribes 
bave joined the Afghans, but the bulk of these 
two tribes have not committed themselves 
There je now no enemy east of the. Kurram 
river
